Park,  along  Edison  Av¬ 
enue  and  across  the 
train  tracks,  lies  an  in¬ 
dustrial  area  of  Fort 
Myers,  Florida.  Quonset 
huts,  auto  body  shops 
and  a  huge  cement  factory  scar  the  landscape.  Only 
at  the  very  end  of  the  road,  almost  in  open  country, 
does  one  encounter  a  more  pastoral  kind  of  facility 
—  one  which  sports  five  green  baseball  diamonds. 

This  is  the  Fort  Myers  Minor  League  Complex, 
where  the  Boston  Red  Sox  have  built  an  assembly 


noticeably  upbeat.  In  a  time  of  industry-wide  fiscal 
retrenchment,  the  Sox  have  enlarged  the  scouting  and 
player  development  budget  to  a  level  comparable 
with  the  most  aggressive  organizations  in  the  game. 
Not  coincidentally,  this  is  also  the  first  full  operational 
year  of  Dan  Duquette’s  regime.  The  executive  vice 
president  and  general  manager,  appointed  in  January 
of  1994,  is  charged  with  the  mission  of  developing  a 
long-term  plan  of  re-energizing  the  club’s  60-year 
commitment  to  scouting  and  player  development. 

By  embracing  the  best  of  the  tradition  he  has  in¬ 
herited  while  incorporating  modern  baseball 
methodology,  Duquette  hopes  to  groom  a  new  gen¬ 
eration  of  stars  and  legends  for  Red  Sox  fans.  Under 
his  leadership,  the  Sox  are  setting  sights  on  becom¬ 
ing  the  most  productive  organization  in  baseball.

Almost  one  hun¬ 
dred  fifty  minor  league  hopefuls —  the  future  of  the 
Red  Sox  —  arrive  here  each  spring  to  work  on  their 
game,  learn  and  re-learn  fundamentals,  and  try  to  im¬ 
press  the  foremen’,  the  front  office  and  develop¬ 
ment  officials,  instructors  and  minor  league  man¬ 
agers  who  are  entrusted  with  taking  the  raw  materi¬ 
al  and  crafting  it  into  a  big  league  product.

The  objective  is  straightforward:  “We  want  to  iden¬ 
tify  the  top  talent  at  the  amateur  level,  sign  those 
players  and  school  them  in  winning  baseball.” 

There  has  already  been  progress.  Coming  off  a  sec¬ 
ond  consecutive  bonanza  in  the  June  draft,  the  Sox  have 
harvested  a  crop  of  young  athletes  coveted  by  other  or¬ 
ganizations.  Baseball  America ,  the  respected  publica¬ 
tion  which  follows  the  game  from  an  insider’s  perspec¬ 
tive,  grades  the  Sox  at  the  top  of  baseball’s 
draft:  class  for  both  1993  and  1994.  The

dertaking  a  massive  overhaul  of  their  scouting  and  play¬ 
er-development  systems  after  Dan  Duquette’s  appoint¬ 
ment  as  general  manager  and  Wayne  Britton’s  as  scout¬ 
ing  director,  the  Red  Sox  have  begun  to  infuse  power 
arms  and  athletes  into  the  organization.  Under  a  fleet  of 
new  scouts,  the  Sox  have  had  two  excellent  drafts  and 
made  inroads  into  Latin  America.  Their  teenage  talent 
rivals  anyone’s  in  the  game.” 

It’s  a  healthy  sign.  Championship  Red  Sox  teams 
over  the  last  30  years  have  been  substantially  devel¬ 
oped  ‘in-house’  with  those  pennant-winning  clubs 
blooming  shortly  after  a  group  of  homespun  phe- 
noms  burst  on  the  scene:  [the  numbers  in  paren¬ 
theses  indicate  the  age  when  players  debuted  in 
Boston]  Yastrzemski  (21),  Longborg  (21), 

Conigliaro  (19),  Petrocelli  (21), 

Smith  (21)  and  Scott  (22)  jelled 
to  capture  the  1967  Impossible 
Dream  pennant;  Evans  (20),  Rice  (21),  and 
Lynn  (22)  and  Burleson  (22)  clicked  together 
in  1975;  Clemens  (21),  Hurst  (22),  and  Boyd 
(22)  formed  the  backbone  of  the  1986  rotation. 

Red  Sox  pride  in  player  development  goes 
back  to  general  manager  Eddie  Collins’  famous 
scouting  trip  to  San  Diego  almost  60  years  ago  that 
turned  up  two  Hall  of  Famers  named  Ted  Williams 
and  Bobby  Doerr.  That  influx  of  talented  young 
players  has  continued  —  despite  the  Sox’  usually  low 
drafting  position  since  their  1967  breakthrough  — 
under  former  scouting  directors  Neil  Mahoney, 
Haywood  Sullivan  and  Eddie  Kasko  and  former 
farm  boss  Ed  Kenney  Sr.  Indeed,  much  of  the 
core  of  the  1995  club  is  homebred  including 
Clemens,  Greenwell,  Vaughn,  Valentin, 

Naehring,  Sele  and  Ryan,  and  fans  are  ea¬ 
gerly  tracking  the  progress  of  prospects 
in  the  upper  echelons  of  the  system  — 
including  Frank  Rodriguez,  Steve 
Rodriguez  and  Jose  Malave. 

But  in  baseball,  you  can  never 
have  enough  young  talent  in  the  sys¬ 
tem.  “A  good  scouting  and  develop¬ 
ment  system  is  the  only  way  to  be  con¬ 
sistently  successful,”  director  of  player 
development  and  administration 
Ed  Kenney  Jr.  says.  “This  is  the 
lifeblood  of  a  team.”

couting  director  Wayne  Britton  says  the 
Red  Sox  seek  “  . . .  players  with  tools,  play¬ 
ers  with  a  high  ceiling;  that  is,  with  the  po¬ 
tential  to  develop  and  get  better.  Power 
pitchers  and  five  tool  positional  players  —  those 
who  can  run,  field,  throw,  hit  and  hit  for  power. 

“I  was  taught  many  years  ago  to  sign  as  many 
pitchers  as  possible  —  those  with  good 
arms,  good  bodies,  good  deliveries.  With 
quality  and  quantity,  you’re  assured 
that  some  are  going  to  succeed 
pitching  at  the  big  league  level. 

And  we  look  for  skilled  nat-

ural  athletes  who  can  play 
key  positions  like  center,  £ 
right  or  shortstop.  That  ^ 
position  can  always  be 
changed  at  a  later  time  if 
the  prospect  is  pushed 
by  those  with  greater 
skills.  But  a  one-dimen¬ 
sional  player  is  definitely  not  what  we’re  looking  for.” 

Duquette  seconds  the  opinion:  “You  need  a  mix 
of  speed  and  power,  good  defensive  players  and 
depth  throughout  the  organization.  Power  pitchers. 
Power  hitters.  Dependable  infielders.  Outfielders 
with  speed  to  cover  ground  and  the  gaps.” 

Britton,  a  former  minor  league  outfielder  who  be¬ 
came  scouting  director  in  September  1992,  cites  the 
key  to  the  Sox  philosophy:  “We  will  draft  the  best 
available  athlete.  Last  year,  in  Nomar  Garciaparra,  we 
took  the  best  available  player  when  it  was  our  turn, 
and  we  will  take  that  best  player  whether  he’s  from 
a  college  program  or  is  a  raw,  high  school  kid. 

“Our  development  program  is  actually  now  geared 
to  developing  the  high  school  kids.  We’re  on  a  sched¬

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with  that  high  ceiling  —  to  the  development  people, 
they’ll  be  excited  to  work  him.” 

Sox  scouts  have  been  working  overtime  recently 
as  more  than  a  dozen  of  the  club’s  renowned  talent- 
hunters  of  the  past  40  years  —  like  Danny  Doyle, 
George  Digby,  Joe  Stephenson,  Bill  Enos,  Ed  Scott, 
Ray  Boone,  and  Milt  Bolling  —  have  been  retiring  or 
stepping  into  consulting  roles.  Britton  has  had  to 
hire  four  to  five  new  scouts  each  of  the  last  few  off¬ 
seasons.  “We’ve  lost  some  great  scouts  through  re¬ 
tirement,”  he  says.  “It’s  not  an  easy  job.  It  takes  the 
right  type  of  people  to  get  this  job  done  effectively.” 

And  it  takes  front  office  backing.  Today,  the  com¬ 
mitment  to  player  development  from  chief  executive 
officer  John  Harrington  is  unflagging.  At  a  time  when 
many  competitors  have  been  cutting  player  develop¬ 
ment  costs,  the  Sox  increased  the  scouting  and  farm 
system  budget  last  year  to  $9  million,  one  of  the  largest 
investments  among  the  28  big  league  clubs. 

Much  of  the  new  funding  has  been  earmarked  for 
shoring  up  previously  weak  areas.  One  example  is 
Britton’s  hiring  this  past  winter  of  the  Sox’  first  di¬ 
rector  of  Latin  American  scouting  —  former  Twins 
infielder  Danny  Monzon,  who  has  mined  talent  from 
the  Caribbean  and  Central  America  for  the  White 


Sox,  Mets  and  Cubs.  Following  the  successes  of 
other  organizations  such  as  the  Blue  Jays  and 
Dodgers,  the  Red  Sox  also  plan  to  sponsor  baseball 
academies  and  summer  league  development  teams 
in  the  Dominican  and  Venezuela. 

“We’re  going  to  get  real  aggressive  in  Latin  Amer¬ 
ica,”  Britton  says,  “particularly  in  the  Dominican  Re¬ 
public,  Venezuela,  Puerto  Rico,  Colombia,  Panama 
and  Nicaragua.” 

And  there’s  also  an  extension  of  the  international 
scouting  efforts  to  the  Asia-Pacific  region  —  Australia, 
Japan,  South  Korea  and  Taiwan.  This  spring,  18-year 
scouting  veteran  Harry  Smith  was  hired  to  oversee 
these  territories  as  well  as  the  western  part  of  Canada. 

Britton  notes:  “We’re  going  to  hire  aggressive 
scouts  and  we’ll  find  the  players.  It’s  not  a  big  secret:

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At  the  Minor  League  Complex,  Duquette 
shuttles  from  field  to  field  in  a  golf  cart. 
The  fields  are  a  sea  of  blue-jerseyed 
players  and  coaches.  The  instruction 
staff  —  recognizable  in  its  gleaming  white  uniform 
pants  —  works  with  the  gray-clad  players,  hitting 
grounders,  working  on  mechanics,  evaluating.  Bob 
Schaefer,  director  of  minor  league  operations  and 
overseer  of  system-wide  instruction,  is  constantly  in 
motion,  speaking  quietly  with  players  and  coaches, 
seemingly  on  all  five  fields  at  once. 

In  a  typical  day,  players  will  spend  up  to  three 
hours  working  on  conditioning,  drills  and  fundamen¬ 
tals,  an  hour  taking  batting  practice  and  another  two 
or  three  actually  playing.  Nobody  stands  around;  no¬ 
body  walks  from  here  to  there.  In  the  morning,  with 
the  cages  in  three  fields  set  up  for  batting  practice, 
Michigan  Battle  Cats  pitching  coach  Bill  Moloney, 
armed  with  a  stopwatch  and  an  air  horn,  is  strategi¬ 
cally  positioned  in  the  middle  of  the  complex.  Pitch¬ 
ers  throw  from  the  mound,  while  others  warm  up  in 


the  bullpens  under  a  coach’s  gaze.  As  the  stopwatch 
ticks  down  and  it’s  time  to  rotate  pitchers,  Moloney 
calls  out  warnings,  then  blows  his  horn  and  bellows, 
“Switch!”.  Pitchers  run  in  from  the  bullpen,  hitters 
hustle  to  get  in  the  cage.  Time  seems  very  precious. 

So  are  fundamentals.  On  two  lower  fields,  baserun¬ 
ning  is  being  taught  simultaneously  to  two  groups  of 
position  players.  Sarasota  Red  Sox  manager  Tommy 
Barrett  and  roving  instructor  Dick  Berardino  go 
through  the  fine  points  of  the  delayed  steal  and  the 
straight  steal.  They’re  literally  ‘on  the  same  page’  too, 
preaching  from  the  Red  Sox  Handbook,  a 
new  organization-wide  man 
ual  that  spells  out  how  the 
Sox  will  play  the  game, 
from  the  lowest  rung  of 
the  rookie  league  to 
‘the  show’  at  Fen 
way  Park.

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Unlike  football,  players  don’t  run  up  the  hill,  and  it’s 
not  there  as  a  punishment.  “When  the  players  run 
down  the  hill,  their  stride  has  to  get  longer  and  their 
pace  has  to  get  faster  or  they’ll  fall  down.  So  the  hill 
can  make  guys  quicker  —  or  at  least  feel  quicker.” 

Along  the  batting  tunnels,  the  din  of  wood  hitting 
baseball  is  broken  up  only  by  words  of  analysis  and 
instruction.  Darrell  Evans  is  throwing  to  22-year- 
old  outfielder  Andy  Abad,  helping  him  judge  the 
strike  zone  and  adjust  his  stance.  Suddenly,  Abad 
drills  one  where  Fenway’s  right-center  field  bullpen 
would  be.  “Good  swing!  There’s  your  swing,”  shouts 
the  author  of  414  big  league  homers  from  the 
mound.  Evans  and  Abad  discuss  what  the  player  did 
right,  then  continue  to  work. 

Later  on,  up  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  com¬ 
plex,  two  former  catchers,  Trenton  Thunder  manag¬ 
er  Ken  Macha  and  Utica  Blue  Sox  skipper  Bob 
Geren,  feed  and  work  the  pop-up  machine  as  young 
receivers  in  a  conga-line  wait  their  turn  to  set  up  be¬ 
hind  the  plate  and  go  through  a  modern-age  drill. 
As  the  machine  launches  a  ball  into  the  air  —  some¬ 
times  straight  back,  sometimes  along  the  baseline  — 
a  catcher  springs  up,  sheds  his  mask,  scans  the  heav¬ 
ens,  finds  the  ball,  runs  under  and  snares  it —  then 
gets  back  in  line.  Over  and  over  again. 

Repetition,  Schaefer  says,  is  still  the  key  to  learn¬ 
ing  the  fundamentals  of  the  game.  Taking  hundreds 
of  ground  balls  during  fielding  practice,  hundreds  of 
swings  during  BP,  learning  good  work  habits  early. 
“We  tell  our  players  that  their  profession  is  baseball,” 
he  says.  “They  have  to  work  at  it  as  hard  as  doctors 
or  lawyers  work  at  their  profession.” 

Talent  and  dedication  alone  isn’t  necessarily  a 
ticket  to  success.  Many  players  are  living  away 
from  home  for  the  first  time,  often  experiencing 
I  failure  for  the  first  time.  They  are  asked  to  con¬ 
duct  themselves  as  responsible  adults  in  a 
V  world  of  temptations. 

d  v  “We  want  to  treat  the  young  players  as  a  per- 
^  son  first,  and  as  a  player  second,”  says  Schaefer, 
who  holds  a  masters  degree  in  physical  educa¬ 
tion.  “The  game  hasn’t  changed,  but  teaching  the 
game  has  changed. You  don’t  see  people  yelling  a  lot 
around  here.  That’s  not  how  we  teach.  We’re  trying 
to  develop  different  instructional  techniques  to  find 
out  how  to  really  reach  the  players.  ”

and  scout  for  the  Yankees,  Mets,  Royals  and  Red  Sox. 
Pitching  coordinator  Sammy  Ellis  now  oversees 
the  entire  minor  league  pitching  program, 
bringing  aboard  his  two  decades  of 
experience,  mostly  spent  with 
and  White  Sox.  Steve  Braun  has  been  pro¬ 
moted  to  batting  coordinator  after  a  decade’s  work  as 
a  hitting  instructor  for  the  Cardinals  and  Red  Sox. 
There  are  also  several  new  and  newly-promoted  in¬ 
structors  —  including  pitching  coaches  A1  Nipper  and 
Jeff  Gray,  both  of  whom  hurled  for  the  Sox. 

New  managers  can  be  found  at  Trenton,  Sarasota 
and  Utica.  Macha,  in  his  first  season  as  a  minor 
league  manager,  spent  the  last  nine  years  as  a  major 
league  coach  with  the  Expos  and  Angels  before  pi¬ 
loting  the  1994Tempe  entry  in  the  development-dri¬ 
ven  Arizona  Fall  League.  Barrett,  a  Double-A  coach  in 
1994,  and  Geren,  the  roving  catching  instructor  last 
season,  caught  Schaefer’s  eye  during  the  Florida  In¬ 
structional  League  program  last  year.  Now  they  have 
teams  of  their  own  to  run. 

The  club  is  also  in  the  process  of  upgrading  facili¬ 
ties  at  the  minor  league  affiliates.  It’s  a  multidimen¬

sional  effort  that  concerns  the  condition  of  the  playing 
surface,  the  dimensions  of  the  field,  the  clubhouse, 
weight  rooms  and  training  facilities,  batting  tunnels 
and  other  factors.  There’s  a  gleaming,  virtually-brand- 
new  facility  in  Trenton  —  Mercer  County  Waterfront 
Park  —  to  house  the  Sox’  new  Double-A  operation,  a 
level  considered  to  be  the  most  crucial  step  on  the 
player  development  ladder  by  the  Boston  brass.  The 
high  Class  A  team  in  Sarasota,  now  in  its  second  year, 
plays  in  a  modern  stadium  that  houses  the  White  Sox 
during  spring  training.  Michigan’s  ballpark  is  five  years 
old  and  was  recently  renovated  to  meet  the  high  stan¬ 
dards  set  in  the  1990  Professional  Baseball  Agreement. 

Despite  all  these  changes,  there  is  also  tangible 
continuity  to  the  past.  This  season  marks  Boston's 
26th  consecutive  year  of  affiliation  with  the  Paw¬ 
tucket  Red  Sox.  PawSox  manager  Buddy  Bailey  is 
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d  t angible  continu i t y  to 


back  while  Rick  Wise  and  Luis  Aguayo  return  as 
coaches.  Berardino,  the  former  Boston  third-base 
coach  with  almost  20  years  as  a  minor  league  man¬ 
ager,  plays  a  key  role  as  a  roving  instructor.  And  Felix 
Maldonado,  who  joined  the  Red  Sox  over  30  years 
ago  as  a  minor  league  outfielder,  had  his  prospect¬ 
laden  1994  Gulf  Coast  Red  Sox  playing  .667  ball 
while  leading  the  league  in  stolen  bases. 

Indeed  as  the  Red  Sox  embrace  change,  tradition  is 
never  far  away.  Legendary  figures  in  Red  Sox  lore  are 
still  active  in  the  organization.  Johnny  Pesky,  53  years 
after  bursting  into  Fenway  with  205  hits  in  his  rookie 
season,  is  teaching  the 
tricks  of  the  middle-in- 
field  trade  to  Garcia- 
parra  and  is  also  in  the 
dugout  daily  at  Fenway. 

‘Broadway’  Charlie  Wagner, 
one  of  the  first  players  to 
sign  when  Sox  owner 
Tom  Yawkey  and  gen¬ 
eral  manager  Collins 
began  building  the 
farm  and  scouting 
system  in  1935,  has 
been  working  in  that 
system  since  retiring 
from  the  mound  in 
1947;  Eddie  Popowski, 
who  as  the  Sox’ 

principal 

Double-A  manager  in  the 
1960s  helped  shape  the  Impossi¬ 
ble  Dream,  is  back  for  his  58th 
season,  now  as  an  infield  instruc¬ 
tor  and  rookie  league  coach.  And 
Frank  Malzone,  the  Sox’  All-Star 
third  baseman  of  the  early  1960s 
and  a  veteran  advance  scout  who 
has  spent  46  of  his  47  years  in  base¬ 
ball  employed  by  the  Sox,  is  work¬ 
ing  with  many  of  the  young  players. 

In  1995  many  of  the  youngest 
full-season  players  will  compete  oi7 
a  more  level  playing  field  as  the  organization  has 
added  a  ‘low’  full-season  Class  A  team,  the

This  addition  will  ease 
the  competitive  tran¬ 
sition  from  the  Gulf 
Coast  Red  Sox  (Rook¬ 
ie  Level  -  Gulf  Coast 
League)  as  well  as  the 
Utica  Blue  Sox  (Short- 
Season  Class  A  New 
York  Penn  League)  to 
the  Sarasota  Red  Sox  (Class  A-Advanced  Florida  State 
League).  In  prior  years  when  the  Sox  fielded  two  ‘fast’ 
Single-A  teams,  one  or  both  usually  struggled.  As  a 
consequence,  the  Sox  system  often  ranked  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  in  minor  league  winning  percentage.

Signed  last 
summer  out  of  an  Idaho  high  school,  Welch  re¬ 
ported  to  the  Gulf  Coast  Red  Sox  and  made  a  big 
impression,  going  2-1,  2.45,  and  striking  out  20 
in  14.2  IP  With  Munro  and  Rose,  Welch  forms 
the  teenage  trio  of  power  pitchers  that  debuted  in 
1994.  Duquette:  “He’s  another  power  pitcher, 
with  life  on  his  fastball  and  a  good  overhand 
breaking  ball.”  Schaefer:  “He  has  a  good  delivery, 
a  great  fastball  and  a  good  breaking  ball.” 


In  1976-77,  when  baseball  free  agency  first 
came  into  being,  many  predicted  that 
farm  systems  would  be  destroyed. Why  in¬ 
vest  in  a  young  player  if  he  can  walk  away 
after  six  years?  As  the  cost  of  free  agent  veterans  has 
escalated,  however,  player  development  has  become 
even  more  crucial.  “We’ll  be  alert  to  free  agent  oppor¬ 
tunities,  but  we  feel  it’s  better  to  commit  our  resources 
to  people  with  whom  we  are  familiar,”  says  Duquette. 
“Building  that  foundation  is  important.  It’s  going  to 
take  time.  But  we  have  time.  It’s  exciting  personally 
I  grew  up  a  Red  Sox  fan  and  I  care  deeply 
about  them.  But  it’s  also  exciting  because  of  the 
scope  of  what  we’re  trying  to  accomplish.” 

Part  of  that  scope  is  to  instill  both  a  developmental 
philosophy  and  winning  attitude  from  top  to  bottom. 
So  when  Duquette  was  shopping  this  past  off-season 
for  a  new  major  league  manager,  he  not  only  sought 
someone  with  major  league  managing  credentials 
who  shared  the  vision,  but  someone  with  winning  ex¬ 
perience  at  the  minor  league  level  as  well. 

In  hiring  former  Texas  Ranger  manager  (1993-94) 
Kevin  Kennedy,  Duquette  found  a  field  boss  who  was 
schooled  as  a  catcher  from  1976-83  in  the  systems  of 
three  of  the  most  renowned  develop-from-within’ 
franchises  —  Baltimore,  St.  Louis  and  Los  Angeles.  In¬ 
corporating  that  background  as  a  minor  league  man¬ 
ager  in  the  Dodgers’  system  from  1984-91,  Kennedy 
compiled  an  outstanding  .388  winning  percentage. 

While  his  primary  duty  is  that  of  field  boss  in 
Boston,  Kennedy  loved  what  he  saw  of  the  young 
players  at  the  Minor  League  Complex  this  past 
spring.  “We’ve  got  good  talent,  they’re  being  taught 
correctly  and  I  expect  to  see  many  of  them  in 
Boston  over  the  coming  years.” 

Britton  likes  to  downplay  somewhat  the  excitement, 
and  great  publicity,  the  Sox  have  generated  during  the 
past  couple  of  drafts,  stating,  “We’ve  been  lucky”. 

If  he’d  said  that  within  earshot  of  the  founding  fa¬ 
ther  of  baseball  player  development,  Hall  of  Famer 
Branch  Rickey,  he  undoubtedly  would  have  heard 
one  of  that  legendary  executive’s  great  maxims: 
“Luck  is  the  residue  of  design.” 

The  grand  design  is  now  set  for  the  Red  Sox,  and 
many  bright  prospects  are  beginning  to  take  their 
places.  Luck  or  not,  it  should  spell  intriguing  days 
and  years  ahead  for  the  Fenway  faithful.  ■
